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OHANGES IN INDUSTRIAL GROUPS . 


The main change in employment in industrial groups during November, 
1950 was an increase of 11,100 (Males, 10,400, females, 700) in the Transport and 
Communication group, resulting from the settlement of the industrial dispute on the 
South Australian Railwaye and partial resumption of work on the Victorian Railwaye. 


Persons employed in Commerce increased by 9,000 (mainly ewing to a 
seasonal upward movement in employment in Retail Trade). Faotory employment increased 
by 4,900 persons, Building and Construction by 2,200 and other groups by 1,600. 


EMPLOYMENT IN FACTORIES 


The increase of 4,900 persens employed in factories during November, 
1950, comprised 3,000 males and 1,900 females. 


The increase in male employees occurred in the following groups :- 
Foedy Drink and Tobacco (800), Mctals, Machines, Vehicles, etc. (700), Bricks, 
Pattery, Glass, etc. (400), Chemicals, Oils, Paints, etc. (300), Sawmilling and 
Woedworking (200) and other groups (600). 


The increase in female employees oscurred mainly in the manufacture 
of Metals, Machines, Vehicles, ctc. (800) and Textiles (300), with smaller increases 
in ether groups. 


EMPLOYMENT BY PUBLIC AUTHORITIES 


The number of persons empleyed in Australia by Public Authorities 
(Commonwealth, State, Local and Semi-Governmental ) on services such as railways, 
tramways, the post office, air transprrt, education, police, public works, migration, 
etc., and in administration increased by 14,000during November to a total of 650,200. 
There was an increase of 1,400 in the numbers employed by public authorities ef the 
Commonwealth and, consequent on the partial resumption of work mentioned above, an 
inerease of 12,600 in those of State and Local Authorities. 
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
